A company is now being formed in Paris, largely with Amer­ 
ican capital, for the purpose of salvaging £2,000,000 of bar and 
specie gold and $11,000,000 of negotiable Chinese scrip from the 
wreck of a Dutch vessel torpedoed by the Germans in 1915. 
The gold was in process of being smuggled to America and 
was concealed in 5,000 Dutch cheeses. The head of the present 
enterprise is an American named Mathers, who is director of the 
Lafite Salvage Company, of Havre. The story of the booty abroad 
the wreck was brought to him recently by a one-legged American' 
whose name he withholds, and one who was aboard the vessel 
when it was submarined. 
This American, according to the story, started from China 
early in 1915, in the employ of German agents to collect both the 
scrip and gold in Amsterdam. He was guaranteed two per cent, if 
he delivered it in the United States. It was he who bought the 
cheeses and concealed the gold therein. The vessel was sunk not 
far from the British coast but well outside territorial waters, and 
I 


Inasmuch as the gold was contraband the present would-be sal­ 
vagers maintain it would be theirs by right of discovery. 
Mathers also withholds the name of the vessel, but says he 
investigated the spot and discovered the boat lying on its side on a 
reef in only 120 feet of water. Following the submarining of the 
vessel the Dutch Government accused the 
British 
Admiralty, 
which investigated with divers and discovered the remains of a 
German torpedo, but did not penetrate the interior for either 
the cheese or the gold. 
It is reported that Mathers has obtained the co-operation of 
American bankers and has raised a quarter of a million francs with 
which to begin operations.

“In order to furnish the necessary 
security for the loan,” said parvus, 
“the German State monopolies and 
the big business interests must or­ 
ganize themselves together

association. 
Such

naturally 
have to face severe attacks from the ; 
money lenders. Its properties and go­ 
ing enterprises will cover many times 
over the figure* of the loan asked, 
and they would also provide for the 
interest pay mentis. 
“The $4,000,000,000 credit 
should 
be used, before anything else, to con­ 
stitute a reserve for the German pay­ 
ments to the Allies, in so far as they 
could not be met by the current rev­ 
enues of the Reich. Once these pay­ 
ments are protected, then we could 
lay plans for the balancing of 
the. 
budget and reform 
of the monetary 
system. 
“A part of the credit should im­ 
mediately go for the reconstruction of 
the Stifce monopolies and private in­ 
dustrial plants . 
“T he'credit for 
the 
reconstruc­ 
tion of the State monopolies and pri­ 
vate industry need not all be in money 
A considerable part may be consti­ 
tuted in goods. 
“A part of the gold loan which is 
to protect the payments to the 
Al­ 
lies need not he paid out at all. 
It 
can be written up on the books as a 
loan, but will actually be in the na­ 
ture of a moratorium.'' 
Instead of the 
$4,000,000,000 loan 
an Allied moratorium for the same 
amount would serve the purpose, in 
the opinion of Parvus. 
“The problem would then 
become 
smaller and could bp solved by sim­ 
pler methods. 
In that case we will 
have to enact the mutual credit as­ 
sociation by a statute and secure the 
neessary capital for internal 
recon­ 
struction as a purely national pro­ 
ject. We shall arrive at the same re­ 
sult by a different road.”
